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JAIL DEUVEBY P2JEVEOTED. 

Watchfulness and alertness on the 
part of Jailer James E. Taylor and 
Deputy Jailer Chas. Thomaa pre- 
vented a priflOBwy Majpe from the 
Paris jail about t:l$' o'clock yoster- 
day morning. 

Ernest Jones, who had been ar- 
rested and placed in jail here on a 
forgery charge from MaysriUo had^ 
taken a rail from the iron M In hia 
ceU and prised loose a window cas- 
ing, when the officials appeared on 
the scene In the nick of time to stop 
his activities. Mr. Taylor stated that 
some sixth sense seemed to warn 
him thona waa aomething unusual 
going on, which prompted the in- 
vestigation. The slight noise made 
by Jones was drowned out by the 
janitor in firing the furnace in 
the basement and only the Jailer's 
intuition prevented Jones' escape 

Mr. Taylor says the jail must be 
put in beter condition if his charges 
are to be kept securely as intended 
by law. 

Jones was arrested Sunday night in 
the Louisville & Nashville railroad 
yards in this dty, by Chlaf link, 
he was endeavoring to board a freight 
train. Jones is one of two brothers, 
who was sent to the State R%fonna- 
tory at Frankfort for stealing the au- 
tomobile of Newton Hemdon. The 
forgory offenpe tmr wUdi Ba is want- 
ed in Maynrilla WM eoamUtted Satur- 
day.

At the laat vegnha- meatoig of the 

Pans City Council, with Mayor E. B. 
January presiding, and a full Board 
CoaneHmen present, Mayor Jan- 
uary issued instructions to the po- 
lice department to begin enforcement 
of the antotabbile laws requiring 
autos and trucks to ha^ 1M2 Ueense 
tags displayed.

It was also stated that a 
number of Paris merchants had fail- 
ed to take out or pay their city li- 
cense, and City Attorney C. A. Mc- i 
Millan was instructed to ta]|a fH noc 
essary steps at once. 

A petition from a nunbor of col- 
ored people asking a permit for hold- 
ing a dance in the U. B. F. HaU on 
Eighth street was laid on Oe table 
without action being taken. It was 
reported to the Council that foUpw;- 
ing a recent danee ^are wia consid- 
erable disorder on the streets in the 
\icinity. A manufacturer of an elec- 
tric belt asked the Connci! to fix a 
license allowing him to demonstrate 
and sell his article on the streets. As 
the dtf ordinances already provide a 
license of ten dollars par day, tlia re- 
quest was not acted upon. 

Former Councilman D. Q. Parrish, 
of the firm of Ford ft Co., roqnea t ed 
the Council to allow a bill owing his 
firm for material furnished a sewer 
eontraetor. The matter was referred 
to a committee Chief of Police Link 
read his inWuctions to the members 
of the police foree in regard to pa- 
trolling their beats, one of the num- 
ber being designated each month as 
traffic officer.
